Freedom  Without  Walls  was  a  seven  day  long  festivity  that  celebrated  the  twentieth  an- 
niversary of  the  fall  of  the  Berlin  wall.  Wartburg  was  one  of  30  educational  institutions 
across  the  United  States  to  be  awarded  a  grant  by  the  German  Information  Center  to 
partake  in  the  Freedom  Without  Walls  celebration.  At  the  beginning  of  the  week,  a 
handful  of  Wartburg  students  constructed  a  small  partition  that  was  then  covered  in 
graffiti  to  represent  the  Berlin  Wall.  Towards  the  end  of  the  week,  the  wall  was  torn 
down  using  sledge  hammers  similar  to  its  authentic  duplicate,  President  Colson  making 
one  of  the  first  blows.

St.  Elizabeth  was  a  woman  from  Eisenach,  Germany,  who  came  from  a  poor 
family  and  married  into  wealth.  She  dedicated  her  life  to  helping  the  home- 
less through  service.  Wartburg  College  started  the  tradition  of  St.  Elizabeth's 
week  in  1 944,  and  continues  it  year  after  year. 

This  years  activities  included:  A  canned  food  drive  competition  between 
the  resident  halls,  speakers,  a  crop  walk,  and  volunteer  opportunities  with 
MANNA,  Habitat  for  Humanity,  and  other  student  organizations. 

St.  Elizabeth's  week  focuses  on  poverty  and  hunger  awareness.  Paper  chains 
were  placed  in  the  chapel  skywalk.  The  chains  represent  children  who  will  die 
from  hunger  during  the  week. 

In  addition  to  these  activities,  a  special  chapel  service  was  held.  The  St. 
Elizabeth's  Chorale  sang,  and  several  students  and  faculty  members  were  rec- 
ognized for  their  service  to  Wartburg  and  the  community.  Some  of  this  years 
recipients  included  Dr.  Kathy  Book,  Krystal  Madlock,Abbie  Smith,  Kartika  Pu- 
tri,  and  Amy  Tucker.

For  15%  of  Wartburg's  Student  body,  Fall  Break,  Winter  Break,  and  Tour 
Week  are  spent  serving  others.  These  trips,  lead  by  students,  range  from  working 
with  Habitat  For  Humanity  in  New  Orleans  to  working  with  animals  in  Florida  and 
working  with  the  Boys  and  Girls  Club  in  Colorado. 

This  year,  three  trips  were  lead  over  fall  break.  These  focused  on  building  homes 
and  helping  with  flood  recovery  in  Iowa.  Over  Winter  Break,  15  service  trips  were 
taken,  going  places  as  far  as  Florida,  South  Carolina,  and  Alabama.  Another  six  ser- 
vice trips  left  over  tour  week,  many  focusing  on  environmental  issues  or  poverty  and 
homelessness.  Overall,  a  total  of  24  service  trips  were  taken  this  school  year. 

Wartburg  currently  ranks  number  one  of  150  alternative  Spring  Break  chapter 
schools  nationally  for  the  percent  of  students  involved  in  the  program. 

The  trips  give  the  participants  the  opportunity  to  actively  engage  with  the  com- 
munities being  served  through  service,  reflection  and  learning.

There, 
they  discussed  the  local  issue  of  violence  at  Wartburg  while  discussing  ways  to 
support  and  help  survivors.  The  Vagina  Monologues  were  performed  twice, 
starring  students  and  faculty  members.  The  V-Day  committee  also  sold  t- 
shirts  along  with  Monologue  tickets  to  raise  money  for  Cedar  Valley  Friends 
of  the  Family.

Dance  Marathon  is  a  fundraiser  for  the  University  of  Iowa  Children's  Hospi- 
tal and  the  Children's  Miracle  network.

Children  and  their  families  who  have  had  extended  stays 
at  the  hospital  are  invited  to  the  8  hour  event.  Students  stay  on  their  feet  the 
entire  time  throughout  the  marathon.

The  drag  show  is  an  event  that  is  put  on  by  Wart- 
burg  Alliance  as  the  conclusion  of  GAYLA  week. 
GAYLA  week  is  a  week  dedicated  to  educating  the 
campus  about  the  contributions  of  lesbian,  gay,  bi- 
sexual and  transgender  (LGBT)  individuals  and  cul- 
ture in  our  society.  The  theme  for  this  year's  drag 
show  was  "Reality:  In  Someone  Else's  Shoes." 

This  was  the  fifth  annual  drag  show  that  Wart- 
burg  has  put  on,  and  it  has  been  gaining  popularity 
every  year.  The  show  features  students,  professors, 
faculty  members  and  professionals  all  performing 
in  drag.

At  Wartburg  College,  students  have  many  opportunities  to  become  involved  in 
campus  ministry.  Faith  can  be  expressed  through  song,  prayer,  and  dance.  The 
Gospel  Choir  shares  their  faith  though  song,  while  Psalm  149,  expresses  their 
faith  through  dance.  Psalm  1 49  dances  at  worship  services  and  events  throughout 
the  year.  Each  week  there  are  a  variety  of  ways  students  can  be  involved  in  wor- 
ship. On  Monday, Wednesday,  and  Friday  there  is  twenty  minutes  set  aside  in  the 
day.  During  this  time  students  can  go  to  the  chapel  to  reflect  and  worship.  Each 
Wednesday  night  at  9:30  in  the  chapel,  students  can  attend  Eucharist.  Eucharist  is 
a  great  way  to  worship  using  upbeat  song,  reflection,  and  prayer.  Along  with  wor- 
ship services  students  can  also  express  their  faith  though  service  opportunities.

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As  one  of  the  oldest  music  ensembles  onWartburg  campus,  Wart- 
burg  Choir  was  founded  in  1935.  There  are  many  traditions  that 
have  been  carried  out  throughout  the  years.The  internationally  ac- 
claimed Wartburg  Choir  is  an  ensemble  of  great  tradition  and  dis- 
tinction. One  of  the  most  well  known  traditions  is  the  Christmas 
with  Wartburg  concert,  featuring  many  of  the  musical  ensembles 
on  campus.  Other  traditions  that  continue  to  be  carried  out  in- 
clude their  fall  choir  bonding  retreat,  and  touring  every  year,  with 
an  international  tour  every  three  years.

Since  its  organization  in  1950,  the  Castle  Singers  have  in- 
trigued audiences  with  their  unique  blend  of  music. Today, 
the  group  offers  an  entertaining  program  of  vocal  jazz.  Ac- 
companied by  a  rhythm  section,  the  group  specializes  in  all 
types  of  vocal  jazz  music. 

The  Castle  Singers  perform  in  a  variety  of  places  and 
venues  both  on  and  off  campus.  These  range  from  well- 
known  jazz  clubs  to  schools  and  churches.  This  year,  the 
Castle  Singers  performed  at  Kastle  Kapers,  Christmas  with 
Wartburg,  and  held  their  own  concerts.  One  of  their  tra- 
ditions is  to  hold  an  annual  dessert  concert.  This  year's 
theme  was  "That's  Life." 

Experienced  director,  Jane  Andrews,  was  on  sabbatical 
for  the  fall  semester.  Carol  Teare  of  Waterloo  filled  in  as 
the  director  of  both  Castle  Singers  and  the  St.  Elizabeth's 
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Part  of  the  Wartburg  College 
Concert  Bands 


The  Wartburg  College  Concert  Bands  (WCCBs)  consist  of 
two  musical  ensembles,  the  Wind  Ensemble  and  the  Sym- 
phonic Band.  Both  of  these  groups  are  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  Craig  Hancock.  These  groups  often  perform  together, 
but  also  have  separate  concerts  and  activities.  The  Sym- 
phonic Band  performs  several  concerts  during  the  year,  but 
does  not  tour. 

The  two  bands  have  a  variety  of  traditions  that  are  car- 
ried out  each  year.  At  the  beginning  of  each  year,  the  WC- 
CBs join  together  for  a  get-to-know-you  experience  as  well 
as  a  time  to  get  a  jump  on  the  musical  aspects.  Another 
tradition  is  performing  "Nearer  My  God  to  Thee"  and  "The 
Lord  Bless  You  and  Keep  You"  as  the  traditional  closers  to 
every  concert  the  group  gives. 

One  of  the  big  activities  for  Symphonic  Band  this  year 
was  their  run  out  to  Cedar  Rapids  to  play  at  one  of  the 
churches  there. 
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This  year  the  Wartburg  College  Wind  Ensemble, 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Craig  A.  Hancock, 
went  on  tour  through  Europe  during  May  Term. 
The  band  played  at  various  venues  throughout 
England,  Europe  and  Iceland.  Song  selection  for 
the  band  includes  many  old  and  new  pieces,  from 
American  and  European  composers.  Some  of  the 
pieces  performed  during  the  tour  included:"Fan- 
fare  and  Flourishes"  by  Curnow,  "America  the 
Beautiful"  by  Ward,  "Amazing  Grace"  by  Himes 
along  with  many  other  selections. The  59-mem- 
ber  ensemble  includes  the  top  wind  and  percus- 
sion musicians  at  Wartburg. 
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Founded  in  1997,  Ritterchor  is  an  all  men's  vocal 
group.  They  are  comprised  of  roughly  40  mem- 
bers, and  many  of  them  also  participate  in  other 
musical  groups  such  as  band  or  another  choir. 
Ritterchor  is  translated  as  the  "Knight's  Choir." 

This  year,  the  Ritterchor  combined  forces  with 
the  Wartburg  voice  faculty,  the  Wartburg  Chapel 
Choir  and  Cedar  Valley's  Metropolitan  Chorale  in 
a  performance  of  J.  S.  Bach's  masterwork  "Magni- 
ficat" and  Vivaldi's  exuberant  "Gloria." 

The  Ritterchor  also  performed  the  hilarious, 
"Men  in  Tights"  at  Kastle  Kapers  this  year.  Other 
performances  included  a  run  out  to  Minneapolis, 
MN  and  hosting  their  own  concerts  in  the  Wart- 
burg Chapel. 
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St.  Elizabeth's  Chorale  is  a  women's  choir  that  is  pri- 
marily comprised  of  first-year  students. This  choir  is 
conducted  by  Dr.  Jane  Andrews.  This  year  she  was  on 
sabbatical  for  the  fall  semester,  so  Waterloo  director, 
Carol  Teare,  filled  in. 

The  choir's  namesake  comes  from  St.  Eliza- 
beth, who  lived  in  theWartburg  Castle  as  the  wife  of 
aThuringian  landgrave.  Inspired  by  the  teachings  of  St. 
Francis,  she  left  the  castle  after  her  husband's  death.  She 
later  became  Germany's  first  female  Franciscan,  and  was 
canonized  in  1 235.  Wartburg  honors  the  life  of  St.  Eliza- 
beth for  one  week  during  the  year.  The  St.  Elizabeth's 
Chorale  always  performs  at  the  chapel  service  during 
this  week  that  is  dedicated  to  her  life  of  service. 

One  of  the  group's  most  well  known  perfor- 
mances is  their  "High  Tea  Concert."  Attendees  enjoy 
tea,  small  sandwiches,  and  cookies,  while  listening  to  the 
music  of  the  St.  Elizabeth's  Chorale  in  the  background. 
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With  their  cool  sound  and  lively  rhythms,  the 
Knightlighters  Jazz  Band  is  a  great  complement 
to  the  traditional  sound  of  the  Wartburg  College 
Concert  Bands. 

The  group  is  comprised  of  19  members 
and  directed  by  Allan  Jacobson.  The  Knightlight- 
ers host  their  own  concerts,  perform  at  Kastle 
Kapers  during  Homecoming,  and  entertain  others 
with  Jazz  at  Joe's. 
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At  Wartburg,  students  are  very  passionate  about 
their  music,  so  it's  no  wonder  why  so  many  students 
have  decided  to  start  their  own  musical  groups  to 
showcase  their  talents  beyond  band  and  choir.  These 
groups  range  from  all  men's  acapella  groups  such  as 
Smooth  Progression  and  Festeburg  to  the  soulful 
sound  of  the  Gospel  Choir. 

The  Pep  band  is  another  student  led  music 
group.  The  small  but  mighty  band  works  hard  to 
keep  the  crowd  energized  at  many  sporting  events 
throughout  the  year. 

All  of  these  groups  perform  at  a  variety  of 
venues  both  on  and  off  Wartburg's  campus.  Many 
hold  their  own  concerts,  perform  at  chapel  services, 
or  participate  in  other  Wartburg  activities.

Almost  formulaic  in  the  use  of  exposition,  crises,  and 
climaxes,  Little  Foxes  leaves  nothing  to  structural  chance 
and  virtually  nothing  is  extraneous.  Hellman  has  con- 
structed a  play  where  elements  click  into  place  like  the 
tumblers  in  a  safe  lock. 'Little  Foxes'  is  about  a  southern 
family  that  is  trying  to  invest  in  a  large  northern  company 
by  building  a  mill  on  their  land.  The  family  becomes  filled 
with  greed  as  the  idea  looms  closer  to  reality.  However, 
the  money  needed  to  start  building  is  unfound  and  the 
family  steeps  to  illegal  operations  to  obtain  the  money. 
In  the  end,  the  family  is  split  apart  and  it  is  never  known 
if  the  mill  becomes  a  reality. 
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The  opera  workshop  this  year  was  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Brian 
Pfaltzgraff  with  musical  direction  from  Dr.  Jennifer  Larson.  Albert 
Herring  is  an  opera  about  a  man  with  the  same  name  as  the  produc- 
tion and  his  adventures  as  being  given  the  title  of  May  King.  Albert 
was  the  only  candidate  that  could  possibly  be  considered  for  the  title, 
but  he  refused,  Albeit  feebly.  At  the  celebration  of  his  placement  as 
May  King,  the  butcher  of  the  town  spikes  his  lemonade  to  make  sure 
that  Albert  keeps  his  mouth  shut  so  he  seems  accepting  of  the  May 
King  title. 

Later  on,  Albert  goes  missing  for  a  time  without  a  word  to  anyone 
as  to  where  he  went  off  to.  It  was  presumed  that  Albert  had  died  for 
he  left  no  word  behind  nor  sent  message  after  his  leaving.  The  village 
had  begun  mourning  his  passing,  to  which  Albert  had  made  an  appear- 
ance at  his  own  funeral.  He  was  scolded  promptly  for  his  unsettling 
of  the  town.  Albert  now  finally  feels  independent  for  leaving  all  on  his 
own  and  celebrates  his  new  found  independence  with  eating  peaches 
and  throwing  his  May  King  wreath  into  the  audience. 
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Players  continues  to  push  boundaries  to  make  their  audiences  think 
with  the  2010  May  Term  play,  Keely  &  Du.  Keely  was  raped  by  her 
husband  who  ended  up  impregnating  her  with  his  baby.  Keely  is 
then  captured  by  a  religious  group  that  wants  to  use  Keely  as  an 
example  of  how  beneficial  pro-life  is.  They  hold  her  against  her  will, 
handcuffed  to  a  bed,  waiting  out  her  pregnancy  in  a  dark  basement. 

Throughout  her  captivity,  her  captors  force  upon  her  the  vi- 
olent imagery  of  abortions  and  the  procedures  that  go  hand  in  hand. 
Her  caretaker,  Du,  starts  feeling  sorry  for  her  as  they  spend  more 
and  more  time  together.  For  Keely's  birthday,  Du  gets  her  a  nice 
dress  to  wear  and  buys  her  beer.  When  Keely  puts  the  dress  on,  she 
hides  the  hanger  away  under  the  bed.  She  later  uses  the  hanger  to 
perform  the  abortion  she  so  badly  wanted.

The  2009  Knights  volleyball  team  was  proudly  lead  by 
three  seniors:  Channing  Merchant,  Kahri  Heinenmann, 
and  Jane  Ohde.  The  Knights  battled  their  way  through 
weekend  tournaments  and  tough  matches.  They  end- 
ed their  season  with  a  winning  record  and  finished  in 
second  place  after  losing  to  Simpson,  who  took  first,  in 
the  Iowa  Conference  Championships. 

Sophomore  Nicole  Beer  took  home  the  most  valu- 
able player  award  for  the  2009  season.  Beer  ended 
her  season  with  144  kills,  80  assists,  18  aces,  432  digs, 
and  32  blocks.  Another  stand  out  for  the  Knights  was 
freshman  outside  hitter  Britlyn  Sieck.  Sieck  ended 
her  first  season  with  469  kills  and  1,344  kill  attempts. 
Sieck  received  honorable  mention  all-Central  Region 
by  the  American  Volleyball  Coaches  Association. 
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The  men  had  another  respectable  season.  Some  of  their  season  highlights  included  finish- 
ing fourth  out  of  seven  teams  at  the  Central  Dutch  Invitational,  and  placing  tenth  out  of 
35  teams  at  the  Roy  Griak  Invitational.  They  also  had  a  good  performance  at  home  in  the 
Dan  Huston  Invitational,  where  they  finished  in  fifth  place  out  of  13  teams. 

The  women  had  an  outstanding  season.  The  Knights  had  a  big  win  at  home,  finishing 
first  of  II  teams.  They  also  had  strong  performances  throughout  the  season  including 
third  place  of  27  teams  at  the  Woody  Greeno  Invitational,  and  fifth  place  at  the  Roy  Griak 
Invitational,  where  37  teams  competed.

The  duo  led  their  respective 
teams  throughout  the  season  and  both  earned  all-Iowa  Conference  honors.  Kraayenbrink

The  men's  soccer  team  had  another  impressive  season.They 
had  a  strong  start  with  four  consecutive  wins.  They  fin- 
ished their  season  with  an  overall  record  of  16-4-2,  and  a 
6-2  record  in  the  IIAC  conference. They  also  won  the  Iowa 
Conference  Tournament  against  Loras  2-1  in  an  overtime 
thriller  in  Dubuque.  With  the  tourney  title,  the  Knights 
qualified  for  the  NCAA  Division  III  soccer  tournament  and 
played  the  University  of  Chicago  in  Wheaton,  Illinois.  The 
Knights  breezed  past  their  competition  with  a  score  of  2-1. 
The  next  round  however,  they  were  not  as  successful.  The 
Knights  ended  their  post-season  with  a  loss  to  Calvin  Col- 
lege. 

Three  team  members  were  named  to  the  all-Iowa  Con- 
ference honor  squads.  Luke  Prater  and  Trent  Michael  each 
gained  first  team  awards,  while  Geoff  Miller  was  a  second 
team  selection. 
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The  Knights  Women's  Soccer  Team  had  an  impressive  start  to 
their  season  with  14  wins  and  2  ties.  However,  with  two  consecu- 
tive losses  going  into  the  Iowa  Conference  tournament,  the  team 
had  a  hard  time  gaining  their  momentum  back. The  Knights  run 
for  an  Iowa  Conference  Tournament  title  and  an  automatic  bid  to 
the  national  tournament  was  cut  short  by  Simpson  as  the  Knights 
fell  1-0.  Sadly,  even  with  their  strong  record  the  Knights  did  not 
get  an  at  large  bid  to  play  in  the  post-season.  The  team  ended 
their  season  with  an  overall  record  of  14-3-2,  and  a  5-2-1  record 
in  the  Iowa  Conference. This  was  the  women's  sixth  consecutive 
10-wins-or-more  season.  Lauren  Thomas  led  the  Knights  in  as- 
sists and  points,  and  she  was  named  the  squad's  Most  Valuable 
Player. 

Several  team  members  were  named  to  the  all-Iowa  Confer- 
ence honor  squads.  Logan  Webb,  Lauren  Thomas,  Jess  Macauley, 
and  Katy  Wendt  received  first  team  honors,  and  Chelsea  Frye 
earned  a  second  team  honor.  Christie  Ernst,  Mackenzie  Moore, 
Taylor  Vermie,  and  Kaylee  Benning  were  designated  honorable 
mention. 
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Men's  Basketball  had  a  good  season  mak- 
ing it  to  the  MAC  Semifinals. 

The  Knights  had  a  rough  start  to  the 
season  losing  the  first  conference  game 
against  Central.  Wartburg  was  losing  at 
half  by  I  I  points,  but  came  back  to  take 
the  lead  with  just  seven  minutes  remaining. 
Central  came  back  with  a  1 7-5  stretch  to 
finish  it  off. 

The  Knights  came  back  and  beat  Lo- 
ras,  a  conference  rival,  86-7 1 .  The  rest  of 
the  season  had  some  wins  and  losses. The 
Knights  finished  their  2009- 1 0  season  with 
a  78-72  loss  to  BuenaVista  in  the  semifinal 
round  of  the  2010  Iowa  Conference. They 
ended  their  season  with  a  15-12  record. 

The  Men's  Basketball  placed  two  men 
on  the  all-Iowa  Conference  basketball 
awards  list  for  2009-10.  Senior  forward 
Kelly  McCarville  was  placed  on  the  first 
team,  while  sophomore  forward  Jordan 
Sathoff  was  placed  on  the  second  team. 
This  is  the  second  time  McCarville  has 
been  recognized,  and  the  first  for  Sathoff. 
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Once  again  the  Knights  had  a  very  impressive  season.  Wartburg  wrapped 
up  its  fourth  consecutive  .500  or  higher  finish  with  a  74-66  loss  to  Loras  in 
Iowa  Conference  postseason  tournament  in  February.  The  Knights  finished 
the  season  with  18  wins  and  eight  loses,  and  had  three  players  in  double  fig- 
ures including  freshman  guard  Abi  Weidemann  of  Iowa  Falls.  Junior,  Samantha 
Harrington,  was  named  most  valuable  player  for  the  2009-2010  season.  Har- 
rington led  the  season  with  the  most  points  per  game,  a  field  goal  percent- 
age of  35.4,  51  assists,  and  40  steals.  Harrington  was  also  a  first  team  all 
conference  pick  in  the  all-Iowa  conference.  Abbey  Hempen,  junior  forward, 
received  second  team  all  conference  honors.  Also  recognized  this  season  was 
Leslie  Wilson  as  defensive  player  of  the  year,  Maggie  Weidemann  received  the 
hustle  and  spirit  award,  Emily  Timmermans  most  improved,  and  Abi  Weide- 
mann Rookie  of  the  year. 
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The  Knights  wrestling  team  had  a  great  year. 
They  ended  the  season  with  another  strong 
performance  in  the  MAC  conference  champion- 
ships and  in  the  NCAA  Div.  Ill  National  Wres- 
tling tournament.  They  finished  first  in  the  MAC 
tournament,  and  earned  third  place  at  the  na- 
tional tournament.  Byron  Tate  was  the  lone  in- 
dividual champion  for  the  Knights.  He  defeated 
Ryan  Malo  of  Williams  College  by  an  8-5  deci- 
sion to  clinch  his  first  individual  national  title. 
Tate,  who  finished  the  year  by  winning  3  I  of  his 
final  33  matches,  was  the  Knights'  30th  all-time 
individual  national  champion. 

John  Helgerson  (Hwt.)  was  the  only  other 
Wartburg  wrestler  in  the  finals  of  the  tourna- 
ment, and  he  took  home  a  second  place  finish. 
Matt  Kelly  (141  lbs.)  was  the  top  consolation 
winner  for  Wartburg  as  he  finished  in  third 
place. 

"I  came  in  unseeded,  but  that  really  didn't 
bother  me  that  much.  It's  just  all  about  wres- 
tling and  anything  can  happen  at  these  wrestling 
tournaments,"  Kelly  said. 

Other  top  finishers  included  Adam  Weber 
(157  lbs.)  and  Dylan  Azinger  (174  lbs.),  who 
took  home  sixth  place.  Carrington  Banks  (165 
lbs.)  finished  in  seventh  place. 
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Once  again  the  Wartburg  Men  and  Women's  track  team  had  a  very  successful 
season.  The  Wartburg  women's  track  team  claimed  its  fourth  combined  in- 
door and  outdoor  NCAA  Division  III  championship.  Individuals  in  the  4X400 
and  the  long  jump  lead  the  way.  The  Knights  earned  a  combined  13  men's  and 
women's  All-American  honors.  This  year  the  girls  4X100  meter  relay  team 
made  up  of  Jenny  Kordick,  Jen  Ganshirt,  Faith  Burt,  and  Nevada  Morrison  had 
the  fastest  time  in  the  nation  of  46.37  seconds.  The  Knights  finished  the  sea- 
son strong  with  the  women  taking  first  in  the  conference,  and  the  men  follow- 
ing with  second.  Wartburg  College  will  send  13  women's  and  one  men's  event 
to  the  2010  NCAA  Division  III  outdoor  track  and  field  Championships  at 
Baldwin-Wallace  College  in  Berea,  Ohio.  Senior,  Russell  Harris  of  LaGrange, 
III.  competed  in  the  1 10  meter  high  hurdles  at  nationals. 
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The  men's  tennis  team  had  another  great  year.  The  team  took  home 
third  place  in  the  MAC  conference  tournament.The  team  finished  with 
an  overall  record  of  13-15  and  a  5-3  record  in  conference  play.  Mitch 
Eslick  and  Tom  Koenen  picked  up  the  program's  first  A  flight  Iowa  Con- 
ference doubles  championship  since  l978.The  duo  won  four  matches 
to  claim  the  top  spot  on  the  awards  stand. 

In  singles  play,  Eslick  reached  the  quarterfinals  of  the  top  flight. 
Two  Knights  reached  the  quarterfinals  of  the  B  flight.  Josh  Trueblood 
and  Andrew  Kahler  each  dropped  hard-fought  battles. The  C  flight  also 
saw  two  Wartburg  players,  James  Nguyen  and  Nate  Smith,  get  to  the 
quarterfinals.  First-year  head  coach  Matt  Tyler  was  also  honored  as  the 
Iowa  Conference's  Coach  of  the  Year. 

The  most  successful  season  in  Wartburg  women's  tennis  history,  in 
regards  to  dual  wins,  came  to  an  end  with  a  loss  to  Coe  in  the  semi- 
finals of  the  2010  Iowa  Conference  automatic  qualifier  tournament. 
The  Knights  closed  the  year  with  an  overall  record  of  17-9,  and  a  6-1 
record  in  the  MAC  Conference.  Jenny  Dallenbach  and  Molly  Eslick  lead 
the  team  in  singles  competition.  Dallenbach  finished  the  season  with 
a  record  of  20-9  and  Eslick  finished  27-6.  The  doubles  teams  of  Molly 
Eslick/Leanna  Nelson,  Jenny  Dallenbach/Leanna  Jenkins,  and  Lindsay 
Greiner/Emily  Heying  each  ended  the  season  with  winning  records. 
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Spurred  on  by  three  individual  all-Iowa  Conference  awards,  Wartburg 
College  closed  its  2009- 1 0  men's  golf  campaign  with  a  fourth-place  fin- 
ish at  the  2010  Iowa  Conference  Championships.  The  Knights  closed 
the  four-round  event  with  a  1237-stroke  total,  just  one  shot  behind 
Buena  Vista  University  and  only  six  shots  behind  Luther  College  who 
placed  second. 

Chris  Bushbaum,  Jason  Klein,  and  Michael  Dominick  each  earned 
all-league  awards  by  finishing  in  the  top  10.  Head  coach  Alan  Johnson 
earned  conference  Coach  of  the  Year  awards. 

The  Wartburg  women's  golf  team  also  had  another  exceptional 
season.  Senior  Ellen  Rickert  closed  her  Wartburg  College  career  on  a 
high  note  as  she  earned  33rd  place,  which  helped  lead  the  Knights  to  a 
1 2th-place  finish  at  the  20 1 0  NCAA  Division  III  Championships.  Junior 
Jordan  Galles  finished  in  35th  place,  just  two  spots  and  one  shot  behind 
her  teammate.  Freshman  Kelsi  Sawatzky  also  closed  within  the  top  60 
tying  for  52nd  place. 

"This  is  just  the  way  we  wanted  to  end,"  head  coach  Monica  Se- 
verson  said  of  her  team.  "We  hadn't  been  able  to  put  together  two 
consistent  rounds  back-to-back,  but  we  did  in  a  big  situation.  To  get 
12th  after  we  came  in  ranked  17th  was  great.  It  was  one  of  the  goals 
the  team  had  -  to  improve  on  that  ranking." 

Rickert  was  also  named  all-Midwest  Region  by  the  National  Golf 
Coaches  Association. 
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The  Knights  ended  the  season  with  14  wins  and  20 
losses.  Two  Knights  earned  all  conference  honors. 
Sophomore  outfielder  Lynn  Heitkamp,  and  junior  in- 
fielderTinaVandeHoef  received  2010  all-Iowa  Confer- 
ence honors.
